ous Trade ; and this, Sir, isthe true Caufe why that 
Branch of our pollick Revenue begaa then to decreale ;

As tor my good old Graany, Tam not much fur- 
prized at Her ; becaufe I know o/d Women are apt to be 
froward, and impatient of Contradiction; efpecially, when 
They happen to be in the Wrong. But the young Squire 
js known to be fo fine and well-bred a Gentleman, that I
